Supremes  nix 
Ten  Command¬ 
ments  review 


WASHINGTON  (BP)  —  The 
U.S.  Supreme  Court  has 
refused  to  review  a  lower  court 
decision  that  the  display  of  the 
Ten  Commandments  on  gov¬ 
ernment  property  is  unconsti¬ 
tutional.  The  high  court's  May 
29  announcement  left  standing 
a  federal  appeals  court  ruling 
that  a  granite  monument 
engraved  with  the  Ten 
Commandments  and  located 
on  public  property  in  Elkhart, 
Ind.,  violated  the  First 
Amendment's  prohibition  on 
government  establishment  of 
religion.  The  monument  was 
financed  by  a  local  service 
organization  and  has  stood  on 
the  site  in  Elkhart  since  1958. 
In  an  uncommon  move,  three 
Supreme  Court  justices  joined 
in  a  written  dissent,  explaining 
they  wanted  to  accept  the 
appeal  from  the  Seventh 
Circuit  Court  of  Appeals.  Four 
justices  must  agree  in  order  to 
review  a  decision.

RICHMOND,  Va.  (BP)  —  Lisa 
Varnado  Olson,  a  representative  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  International  Mission 
Board  (IMB)  in  northern  Africa  and  a 
former  Southaven  teacher,  died  May  31. 

Olson,  34,  had  been  hospitalized  the 
morning  of  May  30  after  two  days  of  flu¬ 
like  illness.  Medical  tests  failed  to  reveal 
the  cause  of  her  symptoms.  She  died  the 
next  evening  while  plans  were  being 
made  for  a  medical  evacuation. 

Olson  and  her  husband,  Dan,  have 
four  children:  Philip,  8,  Paul,  6,  Mary,  2, 
and  Julia,  1.  They  began  their  service  with 
the  International  Mission  Board  in  1996. 

"We're  all  very  grieved  over  Lisa's 
tragic  death,"  said  Madelyn  Edens,  an 
associate  director  for  IMB  work  in  north¬ 
ern  Africa.  "Lisa  was  a  wonderful  wife 
and  mother  whose  passion  was  first  for 
Christ.  She  had  a  deep  love  for  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  whom  God  had  called  her  and 
faced  any  risks  secure  in  that  call. 

"This  sort  of  tragedy  reminds  us  we 
must  not  neglect  to  pray  for  our  repre¬

On  me  flight  home,  while 
imprisoned  in  my  seat,  I  read  a 
newly  published  Broadman 
Holman  book.  Heart  of  a 
Champion.  The  descriptive 
subtitle  states,  "Profiles  in 
Character." 

I  was  holding  this  book  as  I 
heard  about  David. 

As  I  dialed  the  phone  trying 
to  call  Kathy,  David's  life  com¬ 
panion,  I  sat  staring  at  the 
cover  of  the  book.  The  book  is 
filled  with  inspirational  stories 
of  athletes  and  those  connected

Signs  of  the  end 

Mark  13:1-37 


Mord  Alford 


Herod  the  Great,  politician 
extraordinaire,  was  known  in, 
the  ancient  Roman  world  as  an 
ingenious  visionary.  As  Jesus 
and  his  disciples  worshiped  at 
Herod's  restored  Temple, 
unsi^assed  in  splendor,  the 
discipW  commented  on  the 
beauty  of  what  he  had  called 
his  Father's  house,  perhaps 
thinking  they  were  praising 
God.  Yet  Jesus  revealed  to  them 
that  the  Temple,  made  by 
human  hands,  would  be 
destroyed. 

In  Mark's  gosp>el,  four  of  the 
disciples  asked  jWus  for  a  sign 
"that  these  things  would  be  ful¬ 
filled."  Matthew  includes  their 
asking  for  the  sign  of  Jesus' 
[second]  coming  and  of  the  end 
of  the  age  as  well.  In  answer¬ 
ing,  Jesus  warned  them, 
"l^tch  out  that  no  one 
deceives  you." 


This  was  the  first  of 
six  emphatic  warnings 
throughout  his  dis-^^®* 
course  in  Mark  13  to  Alf 
"watch  out,  be  on  your 
guard,  take  heed,  be  alert."  His 
command  implies  intent, 
earnest  contemplation,  as 
opposed  to  thoughtlessness 
and  disregard  of  God's  Word. 
To  take  heed  is  to  constantly 
give  attention  to  one's  moral 
and  spiritual  life.  "Many  will 
come  in  My  name,"  Jesus 
warned,  "and  will  deceive 
many." 

Most  of  his  disciples  had  rec- 
c^ized  Jesus  as  the  Son  of 
God,  the  Messiah,  and  in  so 
doing,  attributed  to  him  the 
character  of  God  the  Father.  In 
naming  the  name  of  Jesus,  one 
was  to  belong  to  him  and  to 
represent  him. 

This  admonition  of  false 
Messiahs  and  false  prophets  is 
rejoeated  in  Mark  13:22,  where

I  Jesus  warns  his  disciples 
that  deceivers  can  and 
will  perform  signs  and 
wonders.  While  a  sign 
appeals  to  the  under¬ 
standing,  a  wonder 
app>eals  to  the  imagina- 
hon.  Oddly,  our  English 
word  terror  is  derived 
from  the  Greek  word  for 
d  wonder,  teras. 

Jesus  saw  the  tenden¬ 
cy  for  the  nondisceming  to 
believe  that  all  signs  and  won¬ 
ders  were  God's  activity,  for  he 
stressed  repeatedly  that  these 
miracles  could  also  be  used  by 
Satan  through  human  instru¬ 
ments.  Hebrews  2:4  j>oints  out 
that  the  signs  and  wonders  p)er- 
formed  by  Jesus  were  con¬ 
firmed  by  God,  so  we  can  say  in 
faith  that  Jesus'  miracles  were 
signs  validating  Jesus  as  God's 
spokesman  and  evidence  of 
divine  authority. 

How  can  we  recognize  these 
pseudo-prophets  /teachers? 
Author  Lariy  Richards,  in 
Evety  Miracle  and  Wonder  in 
the  Bible,  cites  three  tests  set¬ 
ting  forth  principles  to  distin- 
giush  God's  authentic  spokes¬ 
men  from  false  teachers: 


(1)  a  theological  test:  1  John 
4:3; 

(2)  a  lifestyle  test  of  false 
teachers:  Jude  3,  4,  12,  16,  19 
and  2  Peter  2:10,  15;  of 
Christian  leaders:  1  'nm.3:l-9 
and  Titus  1:5-9; 

(3)  a  discernment  test:  1  Cor. 
14:29. 

Furthermore,  those  who 
falsely  claim  to  speak  in  behalf 
of  G^  care  only  for  self  and, 
like  Satan,  can  transform  them¬ 
selves  into  angels  of  light.  A 
true  prophet  seeks  to  glorify 
God  the  Father,  not  obscure 
him.  Deceivers  or  those  who 
seduce,  as  some  translations 
read,  are  those  who  deliberate¬ 
ly  mislead  morally  and  spiritu¬ 
ally.  Some  fifty  messianic  pre¬ 
tenders  have  been  recorded  in 
the  last  two  thousand  years  of 
Jewish  history. 

The  signs  me  disciples  asked 
for  are  described  in  Mark  13:7- 
27.  Some  have  been  fulfilled, 
some  are  signs  of  all  earthly 
time,  and  omers  are  signs  of 
ourpresent  era. 

Tney  have  been  scrutinized 
by  Bible  scholars  throughout 
the  ages,  and,  though  numer¬ 
ous  theories  abound  as  to  if 


and  when  they  have  been  ful¬ 
filled,  the  question  of  one 
prophecy  is  indisputable  to  all: 
No  one  knows  when  Jesus 
Christ  will  return  in  clouds 
with  great  power  and  glory  as 
he  promised  and  when  our 
time  on  this  earth  as  we  know 
it  will  end. 

Useless  conjectures  are  con¬ 
trary  to  the  command  our 
Master  gave  us  as  his  servants 
in  charging  us  our  assigned 
tasks,  as  his  concluding  para¬ 
bles  illustrate.  In  Know  What 
You  Believe,  Paul  Little  points 
out  that  "neither  our  Lord  nor 
the  prophets  and  apostles  men¬ 
tion  the  return  of  Christ  for 
speculative  purposes,  but 
always  as  a  motive  for  practical 
daily  holiness." 

Remembering  Jesus'  warn¬ 
ing  to  be  pr^ared,  we  must  not 
be  busy  with  the  routine  of  life 
as  Noah's  neighbors  were 
before  the  flood,  so  that  the  end 
catches  us  by  surprise.  Keep 
watch;  take  heed  —  this  world 
will  come  to  an  end.  When  it 
does,  will  you  be  awake  or 
asleep?

Amos  3:1-15

America  is  in  love  with 
watching  courtroom  drama.  It 
could  be  Judge  Whapner  or  any 
other  television  judge's  court¬ 
room.  In  the  third  chapter  of 
Amos,  God  is  holding  court 
and  presenting  evidence 
against  all  who  disobey  him. 
He,  in  his  mercy,  demonstrates 
that  he  is  ready  to  receive  con¬ 
trite  hearts. 

The  fair  judge  (w.  1-2).  One 
of  the  first  things  a  lawyer 
wants  to  know  when  entering  a 
trial  is  who  is  the  judge.  They 
want  a  foir  judge  and  so  does 
everycme  who  is  being  judged. 

God  is  the  fair  judge.  He  is 
righteous  and  he  is  )ust.  He 
gives  fair  warning  of  his 
judgements  upon  mankind.  In 
this  portion  of  Amos,  he 


makes  it  very  clear  by 
having  Amos  say  to 
the  people  "hear  this  Simmons 
word.  The  word 
used  for  "hear"  indicates  that 
they  and  we  are  to  hear  with  sei 
the  intention  of  obeying.  This  an 
means  there  is  opportunity  for  ini 
the  hearers  to  repent  of  their  bri 
life  of  sin.  un 

The  Lord  is  a  fair  judge  re\ 
because  he  judges  as  a  father  pe 
does  for  his  children.  The  mes-  ela 
sage  is  "against"  or  on  behalf  of 
"the  whole  family."  We  would  be 
rather  someone  m  the  family  res 
give  us  judgement  than  some-  ag. 
one  who  does  not  know  us.  Iw 
There  is  an  intimacy  that  dis-  to 
plays  the  tenderness  of  tl«  judge  of 
regardless  of  the  judgement 
bemg  passed.

llie  fairness  of  the 
ch^e  (w.  3-8).  God  is 
ttying  to  correct  the 
liiestyle  of  his  covenant 
people  through  his 
judgement.  He  does  not 
1(15  use  hearsay  as  evidence 
against  foem. 

In  verses  3-6  Amos  asks  a 
series  of  questions  that  are  to  be 
answered  in  the  negative.  The 
inference  is  that  God  does  not 
bring  charges  against  his  people 
unless  there  is  a  reason.  He  has 
revealed  what  he  exf>ects  of  his 
|?eople  and  it  is  against  that  rev- 
elahon  that  he  judges. 

God's  chosen  people  have 
been  given  privileges  and  also 
responsibility.  We  will  be  judged 
against  our  living  resjxinsibly  as 
his  chosen  and  being  a  blessing 
to  all  naticxis  as  were  the  j?eople 
of  Amos'  day. 

Verse  *7  points  out  that  God 
does  nothmg  in  secret.  He 
reveals  his  plans  through  his 
sjxikesmen.  The  prophets  were 


forfo-tellers  of  God's  plans  for 
fair  judgement. 

"vVho  can  but  prophesy?" 


"Who  can  but  prophesy?" 
points  out  foe  prophet's  respon¬ 
sibility  to  spe^  what  God  had 
revealed.  Jeremiah  said  foe  mes- 


sibility  to  spe^  what  God  had 
revealed.  Jeremiah  said  foe  mes¬ 
sage  God  had  given  him  was 
life  a  "fire  shut  up  in  my  bones." 

The  message  is  so  important 
that  the  prophet  (God's 
spokesman)  must  deliver  it  to 
the  intended  hearers.  The 
prophet  is  comjjelled  to  sp>eak 
because  God  wants  to  bring  his 
fieople  to  rej?entance.  The  judge¬ 
ment  will  come  on  those  who  do 
not  change. 

The  wlness  of  the  judge¬ 
ment  (w.  11-15).  The  unrepen¬ 
tant  can  look  for  sure  judgement 
and  it  will  be  complete  in  its 
scope.  Verses  11-15  tell  of  foe 
destruction  of  government,  false 
religion,  and  homes. 

An  enemy  will  overrun  foe 
countryside.  The  stro^  cities 
will  be  "pulled  down."  Tne  trea¬ 
suries  be  plundered.  TTie 
country  will  be  defenseless  and 
will  have  no  monetary  way  to 
operate  or  trade  with  other 
countries.  In  other  words,  foe 


government  would  be  power- 
1^ —  useless. 

Another  part  of  foeir  culture 
would  also  crumble.  The  altars 
of  Bethel  with  foe  security  of  foe 
horns  of  foe  altar  will  be 
destroyed.  The  f>eople  could 
turn  to  foe  false  religion  only  to 
find  there  was  nofoing  left  of 
what  they  had  been  erroneously 
worshiping. 

The  oase  of  any  society  is  foe 
home.  This  too  will  fall  into 
heaps  of  rubble  as  though  a  dev¬ 
astating  earthquake  had  hit.  This 
rounds  out  foe  picture  of  the 
-hopeless  state  of  those  who  are 
under  foe  judgement. 

There  is  nothing  left;  or  is 
there?  Yes.  Verse  12  points  to  a 
remnant  of  a  slain  sheep  that  is 
saved.  The  shepherd  was  to  save 
something  to  prove  he  had  not 
stolen  or  sold  the  sheep. 

Israel  would  not  be  as  it  once 
was  but  God  would  save  a  rem¬ 
nant  to  prove  that  he  was  truSe  to 
his  promises.  The  remnant 
would  be  those  who  repented 
and  lived  in  covenant  witn  God.

Messengers 
to  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Baptist  General  Convention  of 
Texas  (BGCT)  will  consider  an 
executive  board  recommenda¬ 
tion  to  withhold  $1.28  million 
in  funding  typically  sent  in 
Cooperative  Program  (CP)  con¬ 
tributions  to  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention  (SBC)  from 
member  churches. 

Board  members  on  May  22 
unanimously  approved  the 
recommendation  of  the 
BGCT's  Missions-Sending 
Agencies  Study  Committee  to 
retain  in  Texas  the  amount  of 
money  being  spent  by  the 
North  American  Mission  Board 
(NAMB)  in  the  state  and  to 
renegotiate  the  cooperative 
agreement  between  BGCT  and 
NAMB  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Committee  chairman  Jim 
Denison  of  Dallas  said  the 
NAMB  funding  recommenda¬ 
tion  "would  not  require  any 
NAMB  rnissionary  In  Texas  to 
change  his  or  her  appointment 
status." 

He  added,  "This  is  in  no 
sense  defunding,  but  simply 
administering  more  efficiently 
that  portion  of  Texas  funds 
which  would  be  already 
returned  to  Texas  under  the 
agreement."
